College Is 66 Years Old Today 


Chaffey college is 66 years 
old today. . 

The school was founded Mar. 
17, 1883, by George Chaffey, 
founder of Ontario, Etiwanda 
and Cucamonga. 

The school has its beginning 
when Chaffey set aside 20 acres 
for a college, dedicating one 
half of the town lots of Ontario 
and a considerable agricultural 
acreage to its endowment. 

The school became a branch 
of the University of Southern 
California a few years later, then 
was discontinued altogether in 
1901 when’ the buildings were 


I taken over for Ontario High 
school. 

| Other local districts joined On- 
tario in the formation of the 
Chaffey Union high school in 
4911, and in 1916 the college was 
restored as Chaffey Junior col- 
lege a post-graduate school. 

In 1922, the school was organ- 

ized under the state junior col- 
lege law as a district junior col- 
lege. The Fontana area was in- 
eluded in the district. for the 

first time that year.

Great Determination 
What is the basis for such an
